It was-théir wealth of wheat which 
enabled them to establish the carliest 
recorded civilizations with an educa- 
tion and culture as finished as that 
pf today. It. was their wealth in 
wheat that enabled them to raise and 
equip armies and to” extend their 
authority far beyond their original 
borders. The Egyptians were able to 
build the pyramids and fringe the 
Nile valley with temples in stone that 
are the wonder of the modern world, 
Because there was always “corn 
(wheat) in Egypt. " The architectu- 
ral ambitions and achievements of 
the Assyrians were even greater than 
those of the Egyptians. But building 
of brick instead of stone, the record 
does nof remain in Assyria as in 
Egypt. The tower of Babel was built 
ut of the wealth of wheat on the 
plains of Mesopotamia, as were the 
pyramids out of the wheat wealth of 
the Nile valley. Its wealth of wheat, 
more than any other factor, is what 
has enabled the United States to 
achieve the position as a nation and 
as a world power that it holds today.
